1) . The subject-matter of claim 1 is novel over D1 on account of the 2-aminopyridine 

moiety of the claimed derivatives (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2) . The application is concerned with CB2 receptors modulators. 

D1 which discloses compounds that bind to cannabinoid (CB2) receptors is 
regarded as representing the closest prior art. 

In view of this prior art, the technical problem underlying the application is seen in 
the provision of further CB2 receptors modulators. 

The skilled man faced with the problem of finding further CB2 receptors 
modulators would not have arrived at the claimed compounds in the light of D1 
having regard to the huge structural differences between the claimed derivatives 
and those of D1 . 

The subject-matter of claims 1 to 9 involves therefore an inventive step (Article
